RAIN, always referred to In 
terms of quantity, is sold mid 
transported 
by 
weight. 
Weighing a car of grain seems to 
be n very simple operation. 
Given 
the ear scales and the ear of grain 
the weigher apparently has nothing 
to do hut bring the scales to a bal­ 
ance, but in reality the duties of 
a grain weigher are many anti var­ 
ious. 
Shortages in weights nre a con­ 
stant source of dispute between the 
shipper 
and 
the receiver. 
The 
quantity of grain which must be 
transported from the fields to the 
terminal markets is enormous and 
every effort Is made to prevent er­ 
rors in weighing. 
One of the most Important de­ 
partm ents of a grain exchange is 
In charge of the weighmaster. 
H. A. Foss has served as weigh­ 
m aster on the Chicago hoard of 
trade for many years and his de­ 
scription of the duties of his de­ 
partm ent shows how complicated 
the theoretically simple process of 
weighing Is. 
“Whenever a car of grain is to 
be weighed.” says Mr. Foss, “a deje 
uty from the board of trade, in or­ 
der to obtain the accurate weight 
of the grain in that car. has a mul­ 
titude of duties to perform and 
each must be recorded. 
“First, he makes an examination 
of the car and then inspects the 
scale, requiring a test If it is out of 


order. 
T he weight of car and con* 
tents Is then recorded, and when 
the grain has been transferred to 
rho elevator the empty car is again 
weighed and the exact weight of 
the grain which was In it ascer­ 
tained by subtracting the einpt** car 
weight from that of tho loaded car. 
“If the car is not weighed on 
track scales, the grain from th a t 
car is weighed In the elevator hoj>- 
per, the hopper scales having been 
previously tested. 
Hopper scales 
nre tested by suspending standard 
test weights from their sides so 
that 
the 
different levers of the 
scales will be subjected to the sam e 
strains. Track scaled ate also test­ 
ed for the various strains to which 
they are subjected. AU scales, both 
track and hopper, are tested a t 
least twice a year and oftener if 
necessary. 
“In 
addition 
to 
weighing 
the 
grain, the deputy tries to prevent 
waste. 
H e requires that the cars 
he thoroughly cleaned and swept, in 
order that all grain may be ac­ 
counted fo r; he Is careful not to 
permit the grain to be handled in 
the way of cleaning or blowing and 
gunrils against shortage in every 
way possible. 
“Once a month the percentage of 
shortage at each weighing point is 
determined, and where th Is per­ 
centage Is unduly large a thorough 
Investigation, which includes over­ 
hauling of the scales, is made, to 
locate 
the 
cause 
of 
the 
dis­ 
crepancy.”
